will not increase the acreage this 
year, cotton will advance, in price, 
just as soon as the acreage is an- 
nounced by the government. This 
is one sure way to advance 
the 


price as the mills and cotton trade 
generally are expecting an increas- 
ed"acreage. As soon as Lt is Ifnowu 
that the acreage has not been in- 
creased, active buying will begin, 
because there will be very little, 
-If any, carryover cotton ol. the close 
ol the Tpreaent cotton year. 


It has been proven repeatedly 


that a small crop brings more 
actual money than a large crop. 
This was conclusively proven dur- 
ing the years 1926 and 1927. The 
crop of 12,789,000 balea for 1927 
brought $80.000,000 movo than die 
crop of almost 18,000,000 brought 
In 1926. 
The situation is now favorable 


to the farmer because of the very 
snort cotton crop last year, and 
certainly every farmer and all oth- 
ers who desire profitable prices for 
cotton should take advantage of 
the present favorable situation and 
not deliberately destroy all chance 
of good prices by planting a large 
acreage In cotton.
